. cent report! that betweeu 1200 and 1500 adult illilumtvit wuiu taught 
to read in tHe "moonlight" lohooli of that itate daring the puMi 
fall. lit its report the oommiaaion givea tbe number of auoh aehools 
aa seventy-five. 

At the fall sohoola the aim vaa to teaoh aimply the elementa 

of rcuiliiiK and writing. Along willi lliiit instriiction lh<' li'itflicrH 
tried to give encouragement for furtlier Hludy and to inatil idias 
of progreHH and intelligent citizenship. 

It was hoped liiut niiiny of tiic stiulcntH would In- iiMc lo nm 
tinue their study uloiic during the winter. And in tiie spring Ihc 
schools will open again, this time with aome aligbtly advanced 
courses. Simple arithmetic ii being taught along with the reading' 
and writing. 

So fur the work in Arkansas has received no financial aid tnta 
the state. It is prohiihlc, Imiw. vci-, tliiit the legislature will appre- 
ciate the iifid for such work and will make an appropriation to fur- 
ther it this year. 

Arkansas is just one state that is taking this educational work 
more and iiioic scrioii.sly. In other state definite steps are heing 
,takeu to reduce illileraey. And witli the education of illterate Amer- 
ioans goes the education of our forcit^n cU'incnt. Amerioanication 
work is making great forward strides these days. 

A young woman engaged in teaching our language and customs 
to alien-borfk residenta of her city, regrets that so much of this im- 
portant work is eonsidered simply as war work. Hut even though 
the emphasis is laid on the war emergency i)huHe now, the work is 
bound to go on when peace ccynes. America is awake at last to the 
to the need of helping her foreign-bom oitiaena to become real 
Americans. 

With the big impetus the war has given all this work, it shoidd 

continue to spread until tolerMiiee of illiteraey and illiteraey itself 
are wiped out, and until every foreign-horn resident of the Uiiiteii. 
States eagerly seeks citizenship, realises fully the responsibilities and 
privileges of that title.

In a later dispatch, Jerome Davis, 
national secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 
for Russia says: 

"Majority of sei-nMavles liavf tone 
to Siberia. Keepiuf; repre-sciilalives 
at Moscow. Ileleasing secretaries de- 
siring to return to America." 

Many of the V. M. 0. A. woskers 
are remaining In Moscow, It Is stated, 
to await new opportuniUet tor ser- 
vice.
